A. Description

B. Purpose 

1. The purpose of this annex is to outline the communications 
support which will be required for project AEBASIN. 

C. Status 

1. AEBASIN replaces the originally approved project LCHOMEIZ. 
There was no communications activity under this superseded project. 

II. COMMUNICATIONS SUPPORT 



The following support for this project will be required from the 
Office of Communications: 

A. Circuits 

1. A maximum of three (3) potential agent circuits working 
from the Estonian SSR to a CIA base station. 

B. Equipment 

1. A maximum of six (6) agent radio sets. 

2. A maximum of three (3) GN-58 hand generators. 

■ 3. A maximum of three (3) six volt, nickel-cadmium batteries 
or their equivalent, 

k* Signal plans and cryptographic material for the above 
circuits, 

C. Personnel 

1. No additional communications personnel will be required. 

D. Training 

1. The office of Communications will be required to train a 
maximum of six (6) w/t operators. 



III. SPECIAL COMMUNICATIONS CONSIDERATIONS 



A, Communications training will be given in accordance with the 
instructions outlined in Office of Communications letter number CI-2-25U, 
as amended by letter number CI-2-923 and 0S0 Field Regulation 10-5* 

1. Basic and Intermediate phases to be authorized only upon 
receipt of a provisional clearance, a full operational clearance or 
a waiver of these (intermediate phase to be authorized only upon 
satisfactory completion of the Basic phase). 

2. Advanced phase to be authorized only upon receipt of a full 
operational clearance or a waiver of same (and upon satisfactory 
completion of the Intermediate phase). 

B» Communications support for this project is subject to revision 
in view of changing requirements. However, changes necessitating an 
amendment to the basic plan will require a similar amendment to the Com- 
munications Annex, 

C, Cover and other non-communications support will be provided by 
the SR Division for communications personnel assigned to this project, 

D, Recruitment, administration, and operational clearances of indi- 
genous personnel will be the responsibility of SR Division. • 

IV.' COMMUNICATIONS LOGISTIC SUPPORT 

A. Personnel 

1. No additional communications personnel will be required. 

B. Equipment 

1. All equipment will be supplied from existing communications 
stock. 

C. Finance
